An amendment, amending claim 1, was received and entered into the record on 5/1/2009 along 
with a concurrently filed declaration. 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 21-24 
directed to an invention which was non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 21-24 
have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3,5 and 7-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's declaration, provided on 5/1/2009, provides convincing evidence that the 

discontinuous layer of ink droplets provides unexpected results over the prior art. In light of this 
declaration, the examiner has reconsidered the applicability of Ketchpel reference and withdrawn 
the rejections based on the Ketchpel reference as it does not provide adequate motivation to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to provide an anti-glare layer which is discontinuous as shown in 
applicant's drawings. 
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Yoshitake et al. (WO02/064524 with US 6,964,815 serving as a translation) is also cited 
with this action as relevant. Yoshitake teaches a method of forming a roughened anti-glare film 
(abst., figs. 1, 2d), but fails to reasonably teach or suggest that the discontinuous layer is a 
structure of discontinuous ink droplets.
